Harry Truman growing weaker

in several days. 


Doctors said late Monday 


night that

Truman's kidneys are less than 
10 per cent effective — a level 
the doctors call critical with 
reference only to the kidney 
function. 


A spokesman at Research 


Hospital and Medical Center, 
where Truman was admitted 
two weeks ago, quoted doctors 
as sayi'g "above 10 per cent, 


they can keep people function- 
ing." 


Truman's liquid intake has 


been restricted to 1,000 cubic 
centimeters — about a quart — 
a day to prevent fluid buildup. 


"Fluid in the entire body is 


related to the kidney function. 
If the kidney doesn't work, 
fluid collects in the lungs, the 
blood plasma, every where," the 


said. 


Truman also has difficulty in 


absorbing the protein from his 
liquid tube feeding. Newsmen 
asked if this problem, coupled 
with the reduced amount of 
protein he is being given, would 
result in inadequate nour- 
ishment. 


John Dreves, the hospital 


spokesman, said he could not 


answer the question. 


"It's all related," Dreves 


said. "The hardening of the ar- 
teries diminishes the blood sup- 
ply and weakens the heart. The 
kidneys need 30 per cent of the 
body's blood to keep them wor- 
king and when they don't get it, 
they are damaged." 


Dreves was asked what, with

guess. Even the doctors can't 
answer that," he said. 


The fluid in Truman's lungs 


has not increased, the hospital 
said.

American astronauts Eugene 


A. C*man, Harrison H. Schmitt 
and Ranald E. Evans returned 
to earth at 3: 34 p.m. EST after 
completing the last, longest and 
moat scientifically productive 
of *ir"ll" *war exploration. 


Hekcopter 
from the recov- 


ery carrier Ticonderoge quickly 
hovered over the Apollo 17 
craft end Navy frogmen leaped 
into the water to assist the as- 
tronauts into a life raft. The 
flp^y 400 miles g"u^^8>f of 
Samoa were gentle; the wea- 
ther perfect. 


The spacemen were to be 


plucked from the raft and 
token to a red-carpet, brass hat 
welcome on the Ticonderoga. 


Apollo 17 is the final flight in 


a 035 billion program created to 
boost American prestige and 
carried out as a scientific ex- 
ploration for all men. The pro- 


gram ends three years, five 
months after first putting 30th 
century man on the moon. 


Mission Control had to play 


"Anchors Aweigb" and the 
"Star-spangled Banner" twice 
before awakening the crew at 
0:03 ajn. EST, 10 minutes 
behind schedule 


"Hey, Hofiston, this is Amer- 


ica, that's mighty fine," Evans 
finally responded. 


"We're all set for you to 


come home today," answered 
scientist-astronaut Bob Parker 
from Mission Control.

ing of North Vietnam, Presi- 
dent Nixon has turned back the 
diplomatic clock by eight 
months. 


The White House said Mon- 


day the Vietnam peace talks 
are "still wide open." But it 
was also made clear that 
bombing will continue north of 
the 20th parallel of North Viet- 
nam "until such time as a set- 
tlement is arrived at." 


Last May 8, Nixon announced 


that North Vietnamese ports 
would be mined and rail and 
communication lines leading 
from China would be heavily 
bombed.

the lives of U.S. pilots and oth- 
er Americans still in Vietnam. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said Monday, 
"We will not let peace talks be 
used as a cover for another 
Communist offensive." 


Nevertheless, 
diplomatic 


sources do not believe that the 


U.S. talks with Hanoi are com- 
pletely washed out or broken 
down beyond repair. They use 
the term suspension rather 
than breakdown. 


But it appears clear that the 


same issue which has always 
dogged the peace talks has 
again come between peace and 
an end to the fighting: the po- 
litical future of South Vietnam.

Lavelle says Creighton knew of raids

Glasgow to 
get his car 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Ro- 


ger A. Glasgow, former deputy 
state attorney general, Mid 
Monday his car that was seised 
in August has been returned to 
him.

"On this last Apollo flight," 


said Schmitt, they had hoped 
"to find some of the oldest and 
also some of .the youngest rocks 


on the moon ... I think wo did 
that." 


He said the orange-colored 


soil they discovered "was remi- 
niscent of alterations caused by 
hot water or hot gaats on earth 
... That does not necessarily 
mean it has to be volcanic. But 
the process would be related in 
that it was of internal origin." 


If Schmitt is correct, the or- 


ange soil will be the samples 
from a period of moon history 
perhaps as recent as 100 mil- 
lion yean ago, a period consid- 
ered recent in terms of plan- 
etary evolution. 
..» wouM also end the belief of 


many scientists that the moon 
became geologically dead about 
three billion years ago and 
prove that it continued to 
evolve until a much more re- 
cent time. 


Ceman, speaking on the 


theme that Apollo 17 is "only 
the beginning," said that al- 
though man may not return to 
the moon in Uus century, "we 
will continue into deep space." 


Then he added that the "real 


challenge of the future for all 
peoples on earth is to weld 
themselves into a coherent 
group and enjoy the knowledge 
of future exploration."

Billy Sullivan, president of 


the Patriots, left for Miami 
Monday where he said he 
would set up headquarters for 


his search for a new coach. 


"1 have a man in mind whom 


I'd like," Sullivan said. He de- 
clined to elaborate, but 'here 
has been speculation that the 
Patriots would like to hire the 
highly successful Joe Patemo 
away from Penn State.

We generally think of 
the heart as being more on 
the left. 


It may be helpful if you 


would comment on the vari- 
ous possible symptoms and 
also repeat that it is urgent 
to get to a physician, pref- 
erably a hospital, when the 
possibility of a heart attack 
exist*. Prom talking with 
people since this happened, 
it seems that men particular- 
ly sometimes refuse to recog- 
nize the seriousness of the 
situation, continuing to suf- 
fer "heroically" while heart 
damage progresses. 


Dear Reader — You've 


touched on a very important 
point. The symptoms of a 
heart attack are so verted 
that it is difficult even for 
our best heart specialists to 
make an early diagnosis. 
This is why laboratory aid* 
such as an electrocardio- 
gram and certain blood tests 
are often needed. Although 
we sneak of a heart attack 
causing pain, that, too, is not 
really a good description 
Sometimes it can be a dis- 
comfort or squeezing or ach- 
ing feeliag It often causes a 
sensation of pressure or con- 
striction 
immediately 
be- 


neath the breast bone in the 
center of the chest. It can, 
however, radiate to either 
shoulder or into either arm. 
Pain or dull discomfort in 
the shoulder or arm caused 
by heart disease can occur 
without any chest pain at all. 


Classically, the pain radi- 


ates down the outer aspect 
of the left arm into the ring 
and little fingers, although 
the discomfort need not ex- 
tend that far. Pain or dis-

comfort may also radiate 
into the jaw or into the pit 
of the stomach. Lots of 
deaths said to have been 
caused by "indigestion" real- 
ly were caused by heart at- 
tacks. The pain or discom- 
fort may be very mild, re- 
sembling a musew^acb* «r 
it "an\f r*veW, causing 
shock and collapse. 


There are reasonable num- 


bers of individuals who have 
painless heart attacks. I 
have seen several cases 
identified on routine retire- 
ment examinations in the 
military services in indivi- 
duals whose symptoms were 
totally non-existent or so 
slight as to have been dis- 
missed by the patient. A 
mild case of indigestion may 
really turn out to have been 
a symptom of a heart attack. 


While I am strongly in 


favor of educating the public 
about the symptoms of a 
heart attack so that they can 
obtain help as soon as pos- 
sible, I must also face the 
fact that this can't solve the 
problem. It certainly is true 
that the sooner the person 
with a heart attack gets to 
adequate medical facilities 
the more likely they will 
have a satisfactory recovery. 
In a study of how long peo- 
ple took after the onset of 
symptoms of a heart attack 
to seek medical advice, the 
group who took the longest 
was, you guessed it, the doc- 
tors. The very men best 
trained to recognize a heart 
attack were the slowest in 
getting help. Thus, knowing 
the symptoms alone doesn't 
answer the problem. 
Considering 
ill-defined 


symptoms, no symptoms, 
and sudden death, the most 
logical approach is preven- 
tion. That is why I have con- 
tinually placed so much em- 
phasis on the importance of 
diet, exercise, avoiding cig- 
arette smoking, and other 
measures to prevent heart 
attacks.
